Ing conditions. It Is unfortunate I bat thero should be an agitation for tho lowering of freight rai. 
ThIa can only result In raising fulne hopes that tha ratea can be reduced, and perhaps in retarding tie 
development ot haslaesa. If ahippora ara lad to ballove the ratea can or will, be reduced, they will 
aatnrplly p&atpoae ahlpmenta. 

Stability of the ratfli at which the commerce of the country ia carried la ot the utmost Importance. 
If freight rates should bo maalpalatad up and down In reapoaae to every temporary baalaoaa tlnetna* 
tion. It would naturally reanit In more aerfoua buaineea dapraaatoaa. Bailway tratgfet rataa awat be 
operatlTo over a period of time to Inaure business stability. 

It la contended by aome that a reduction ot rataa would eneonraga ahlpping and provide more 
adequate railway revenue through a greater volume ot traftlo-rthat -the Augnat Increaae created ' 

a restriction on business and was a factor In precipitating the depreaaloa whieh followed. Take cot- 
ton, for example. A year ago cotton was wellin)? for about 40 ewits a pound, whild Itt November, more 
than two months after the August increase became eflcrti\r ti e p: ice «., i.lx.ut 15 cents The pre«. 
ent market price is about 11 cents. If a reduction of &i) per cent were made lu the freight rate on cot- 
ton. It probably would not teaatt ia the mevameat ot a bale ot eettoa wtteh will aot mora at tfee »raa- 
ent rate. 

A study of the situation will show that the August Increase In rates had nn almost negligihle . f 
tect upon business. During September and October, and well Into .November, the railways handled u 
maximum trattie. By tho middle ot November the "buyers' strike," which begaa early in the aum- 
roer. waa reflaeted A a general raeeaatoa ot bnalaaaa. Tha pablie had gone oa atrike agataat war 
pricea aad was determined to toroa liquidation. 

The pre-war freight ratee were aot aatftcieat to attract aa ranch aew eaplul aa waa needed for en- 
largement and expansion of the railway plant. The eoat ot labor, materlala aad aappUaa, la all proba- 
bility win never go back to pre-war levels. They onght not to do so entirely. Buelneae Aoald adjust 
itself to the present level of freight ratea, at laaatontU net railway operating income, thnagh ooonom- 
icai and efficient management, rises to a poiat whoro a roducUoa ot freight rataa woald ha Jaatitled 

without impairment of service 

There are few lines of business pro>pennR during this reconstruction period. The farmers are 
not prospering and the groat inanutaciurinn indiisirles are ndi prosiieriiiK They are golr.R througli 
the aame readjuatment process that the railways are going through The railways are struggling back 
40 normal, aad they will sncoead It they have the aupport and confidence of the public — it tha public 
Is not led astray by the unconstructive criticism o( those who would like to «ee them fall 

Wholesome criticism Is a good thing, but wholesome criticism coupled with a remedy is a betted 
thing. Any atudent of the railway qneetion knowa that the railways, carrylag the burdeaa that have 
been fastened upon them by war pricea aad govorameat ooatrol, eanaot tancttoa withoat rataa eom- 
mensurate wHh their increased expenses. Sinee IPIT freight rates In the United States ara eatt^t- 

ed to have increased on the whole about 6S per ce il and pa^-enger fares about •IS per cent Hurlng 
the same period railway wages have Increased more than lUU per cent, while uMteriaLs and supplies 
have'lnereaaed from !•• to SO* per eaat, aqd evea more. V 

Ultimately, the burdensome costs of produclnp transportation will be lower In the meantime, 
the basic freight rate cannot be lowered If the country's iransport.iiion plant is to functiiui The 
public's stake Is primarily In having a railway plant at ail and in keeping it at service pitch. The rall- 
way'a atake ia la earning enough net incooM to maintain itseil and attract the neceaaary capital to 
tnaprove iteeif ae that •errloe eaa bo raadared. 

America is sound to the core; American business principles are sound: and we should nut be dis- 
heartened over eonditlona. However, ihis is a time when clear thinking la needed — a tiuM to ataad 
for the priaelplea that gare to Amer|ea the greataal' aad B|oat etSdoat mratem of raiiwayn la thf world. 
Above all, it is not a time to lead eaeoaragemsat to thaee who are aeekiag to faatea penaaaeMIy ap- 
on the railways the very evtia from which thagr are now atraggliag to free themaelvee. '

The League of Nations at Us Qe- 
nova meeting, with the Vulted States 
outsidOt sdmlttad'^ tenmbmhip 
C'lsta Rics. wbteb had bem b«rre<1 
the.-cioT:>re at l.ie direet in .tanee of 
the Tnited Stales. Oroat lirMaln then

Japan and Pritaln obtained fuither 
ronccHHiiins in Colombia and stirred 
lip fr.

Then, most peculiarly, at tho ino- 
ntent tbe Administration changad in 
WRshlngton — the moment when some 
decision laiglit be expected — Cost.! 
Illea .luddenly made an attack on 
I'nnaiiiu. And the Uritish secretary- 
general of tbe League of .Vatlons. has- 
tened to take tbe trouble In band 
and assert the Jnrisdiotion of the 
league over it. 

Had these sifd other schemes suc- 
ceeded the r 111 ted states would in- 
deed have been "isolated," end not 
liy its own pref eren'". All Africa, 
all the Near Eafit, the Orient and 
Central Europe would have pre- 
sented shut doors, and the league 
would have been securely- ensedhaed 
in the neighborhood of the Panama 
Canal with tho groundwork already 
l.tid for sliiring up trouble Ix-lween 
Colombia uiul the rniled Slates over 
the title to that waterway. 

What the eminent league statesmen 
evidently did not appreciate is that 
the American national gano is base- 
ball; that baseball 'calls tor team- 
play, and thai tlie "assist" is a Vital 
part of the pluy.

And Mr. Harding was convinced, 
and the rpsponsible leaders of the 
Senate — barring the Itoosevplt pIp- 
ineni — have become conviiiied that 
It would be worth 126,000,000 to 
have an nnqnestionsd title to the 
canal ns a matter of Insurance against 
eomplleatletts that otherwfse might 
bo raised by nations which look with 
ill-favor on tbe poseession by the 
I'nlted Stales of this vital trade 
route and strategic naval key between 
the Atlantic and Pacitie. 

Wliat Was the Panama Plot? 
Thpii before .Mr. Harding and .Mr. 
IIukI.i roiilil take a good grip on af- 
fairs, came that strange little war be- 
tween Costa Rica and Panama. in 
many years of familiarity with such 
things, I hsve seen no stranger. Not 
a word of warning had come before- 
hand. Suddenly, after years of squab- 
bling over some backward districts, 
r'ofita Rica undertook to seize them 
by force. The American Government 
bad no foreknowledge that any such 
trouble was ezpeetsd, . otherwise its 
naval forces would have been on the 
spot. To use the old simile. It was 
a bolt out of the blue. 

There were three very curious fea- 
tures to this incident; firstly, tbe Cos- 
ta Rican coup was timed for tbe very 
moment when' the Wilson- Harding 
exchange of positions wss'under way; 
the moment when the United States 
might he caught off its guard; sec- 
ondly, the llritl.-ih Secretary-General 
of the I^eanue of .Natlon.s, Sir Eric 
I>rumiiiond. habteued to send cable- 
grams to the two Governments Invit- 
ing them to submit the affairs to the 
league; thirdly, a British wcrship 
was . hovering near the scene of the 
trouble ready to act If orders came. 

When we remember that tbe 
League of Nations could not be per- 
suaded, (M even pushed. Into taking 
action on Poland and Russia last year, 
that it haa beim very slow to act in 
any trovble-^-except when Britihh in- 
tereets in Persia were threatened last 
autumn- this sudden, acute inlerost 
in an opera bouffe affair certainly 
had some deeper meuiing than a 
mere desire to save the lives of a few 
l,utin-.\merieans 

But, the Wilaon to Davis to Lodge 
to Harding (ir Hvghes) comMnatlon 
worked- ss smoothly as ever did the 
old infield of the Athletics or any oth- 
er Infield on tbe diamond. When Sir 
Eric dashed madly for first he 
found the ball nestling securely in 
the mitt of that astute American, Mr. 
Hughee, whoee Jrtae to high place 
waa baaed on his ablUtjr to see Into 
the middle of intrignee. 

IntriKuc Kot .\bundone<l. 
Whatever the plot might have been 
It had no chance really to get under 
way. An American ultimatum was 
seat to tho warring nations, Ameri- 
can warshlpe proceeded tP the scenes 
of hostflhles 'and prepared to-eend 
landing parties ashore to eleOB up 
the situation, it necessary. The

It Is necessary to remember that 
behind the moves of the League ir, 
tbis matter was no idealist but s very 

praetleal and welMrained diplomat

: - from mno to 1912, he was pri- 
v;,to secretary to the Prime Minister 
for three yesrs, snd was private aer- 
retsry to the astute Mr. Balfour af- 
irr that nnlll hp was pnt In charge of 
I lie l.p.igue mnchlMPry. He comes of 
one of the oM llritlsh fsmllles to 
whom the en: [lire Is religion — be- 
ing heir to the K nl of Perth— and he 
would undoubtedly act as British In- _ 
tereet might dictste. 

In considering these Interests, Jur- 
Isdtctlott over the Panama Canal Is 
not the only thing to tie v. liirli-d Th, 
flrlllsh Government and the great 
rivalry over oil supplies between the 
American companies, backed to a cer- 
tain extent by our Government, comes 
Into pUy Ih this intrigue. As I told 
briefly above the British have been 
very active in trying to gpt posses- 
sion of on regions in all the lands 
surrounding the Caribbean and their 
methods have laid the foundation for 
serious disputes with American Inter- 
ests and the Washington Oovem- 
ment. 

Their method h.i . lieen to deal 
with any sort of a (invenuiienl, get 
eoiiee.s.sioii.s ami then try to liaek 
thcni up. Tho vast drilling rights 
they got in Mexico recently were se- 
cretly acquired ss the de la Hnerta 
hdatinistrstion wa«. abont to tarn' 
tfver affairs to General Ofcregoa, who 
bad been chosen by the people. Simi- 
larly in Costii Kira they played on 
the anti-American feelings of Gen- 
eral Tinc4j — although they had long 
denounced him as pro-Qerman — and 
gained sgch "rights" as woald give 
them control of almost halt the coun- 
ry. When Tinico was overthrown he ' 
promptly went In Kngland. In Vene- j 
icuela, Keiiii(!(ir. Colombia and Cen- 
tral Aini'rir an countries they have in- 
dulged In similar practices. 

It is only fair to state that tbe 
British SKCttse their aettVitlea on the 
ground that it is their only ehuee to 
compete with the great AmeHcan oil 
con>panles, which have also been 
busily engaged In getting concessions 
thruout this region. They also de- 
clare that If America insists it Is en- 
titled to a voice in the exploitation 
of Persia, Mesopotamia and Pales- 
tine the British are entitled to' share 
In the riches of the Carrlbean. 

Something is to be said in favor of 
such arguiiunts. The trouble is, 
however, thnt in pushing their oil 
campaign the British are also bring- 
ing in big, politics and questions of 
tbe safety ot America. Already they 
and other Interested nations are be- 
ginning to twist the League of Na- 
tions into channels where it is' com- 
ing full tilt against vital Aiiieiiean 
Interests. If thoy continue such pro- 
cesses they will find the new Ad- 
ministration will have some very 
strong things to say, and it will have 
powerful financial and economic wea- 
pons— snd others. If necessary — to 
back up its demand-^

New Metliod of < arryiiiB IMnnt 
sca.se DiscovertMl 

Investigation of cucuuiber-ler.f wilt 
by plant pathologtota of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
have revealed a hHherto unknown 
nuthod of plant disease carrying. 
They have found that the striped cu- 
cumber beetles not only carry the 
wilt bacteria in their jaws, spreading 
infection whoa they gnaw into a leaf, 
but that In aoaif caaea they bold the 
bacteria over an oatirc winter la their 
intestinal tract and dcpoalt them in 
thf spring, where they will spread 
infi l l ion the first lime they come in 
touch with a gnawed or broken leaf. 

The carrying of disease germs from 
oaa aaimal to another by Insects was 
flrat esUhllaked aa a fact tkrough 
the Investigation of Tezaa fever of 
cattle, often termed tick fever, by the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture some 30 years ago. That mala- 
ria and yellow fever were spread i>y 
nweaultoea and African sleeping 
aiekaeaa by the {•••taa fly wae later 
established aa facta: and alaee then 
Instances have been fotand wkere 
plant diseases also were spread by 
insects. Jhis Is the first instance 
known to science, however, where in- 
aecte carried the bacteria in their 
•yatOBW tkroagk an entire hiberna- 
tion seaaoa ta do daaakgc la tke
